SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


1. In July the Board of Selectmen entered into an agreement 
with James Longa to provide the land and care for a public dump. 
The agreement provided for complete dump maintenance at the 
rate of $1200.00 annually. 

2. In August the Selectmen conducted a public auction of all 
lands owned by the Town which it had aquired through non pay- 
ment of taxes. The Town realized $3160.00 from this sale in addi- 
tion to returning this property into tax paying hands. 

3. During the fall the Town lines were preambulated in ac- 
cordance with statutory requirements, with the Selectmen of Hollis, 
Amherst and Bedford. Several of the markers had to be replaced. 

4. The Selectmen wish to acknowledge with appreciation the 
efforts of State ‘Trooper William Esson in having the serious traffic 
hazard eliminated at the junction of McGaw Bridge road and U. S. 
Route 3. 

5. The area around the Town Hall has been cleared and im- 
proved in order to better accomodate the parking of cars at public 
functions. Prior to this improvement the parking of cars around and 
near the building created a serious danger in case of emergency. It 
is hoped by the Selectmen that the citizens will cooperate by park- 
ing their cars away from the driveway to the hall and the building 
at all public functions in the future. The improvement was made 
possible through the generosity of Henry and Marion Keistlinger 
who gave the Town additional land to square off the Town Hall lot. 

6. The Selectmen met with representatives of the State High- 
way Department regarding the possible improvement of the road 
junction at the Library and U. S. Route three. It is possible that the 
State will improve this road junction sometime during this coming 
summer. 

7. Last summer Mr. Mervin Weston offered the Town a piece 
of land located on the Bedford Road bordering on Baboosic Brook 
between Fred Hall’s and Walter Pearson’s, for public use as a swim- 
ming and picnic area. The land includes a large field suitable for 
parking cars and about four hundred feet frontage on the Brook. 
Some money was expended in making the swimming area larger 
but will require some more work. It is recommended that the town 
vote to accept this gift.

PLANNING AND BUILDING COMMITTEE 
February 12, 1954 


The Planning and Building Committee members, individually, 
not as a group, maintained interested inspections of the construction 
of the new wing during the summer. 


Each member of this committee was contacted by the Chairman 
of the School Board after school opened in September. Mr. O’Gara 
informed this group that the enrollment at that time was 470 
pupils, an increase of 58 over the figure noted February 1, 1953. 
This was an increase of 17 over the projected figure for February 1, 
1954. It was therefore recommended by the School Board that the 
wall for the 4th classroom be erected and painted at this time. This 
was approved by the Planning and Building Committee. 


A meeting was officially called in November in conjunction 
with the School Board to inspect the wing and to inquire into the 
financial status of the wing and into the completion date of the 
building. A final contract of $53,066. with $3183.96 for architects 


fee was noted. 


A second meeting was called in December for final inspection 
of the wing with Mr. Hersey, Mr. Stebbins, Mr. Hastings, and 
School Board present. At this time the buildings with minor nota- 
tions was turned over to the School Board and accepted by them, 
occupancy to be completed before Christmas vacation.

THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Merrimack School Board: 
I herewith submit my Fifth Annual Report. 


The outstanding accomplishment this year was the completion 
of the addition to the high school building. The citizens of Merri- 
mack can well be proud of this structure as it it not only a fine educa- 
tional structure, but also a very economical building. 


A real debt of gratitude is owed to the Board and the Building 
Committee for the time and effort expended in making this addition 
a reality. The construction of this building has made possible a 
much more comfortable situation at the school and in the long run 
should mean a better education for all Merrimack youngsters. 


Although it has helped to relieve some of the large classes still 
more remains to be done before it can be said that conditions are 
good. ‘There is now a large second grade and a large fourth grade. 
Next year it appears as though it would be possible to house but 
two grades in the Thornton’s Ferry School. Hiring two additional 
teachers, one for the elementary grades and one for the high school 
should help materially in relieving these conditions. 


Many needed repairs were made during the summer. The 
majority of these were things that have been scheduled to be com- 
pleted, but were never done because of other, more urgent, unex- 
pected expenses or because of a difficulty in finding a person to do 
them at a time when the Board felt they should be done. Hiring a 
full time janitor who was able to make these repairs during the sum- 
mer months has not only made possible these repairs but has also 
resulted in considerable saving to the District. 


The high moral among the teachers which has been prevalent “ 
for the past few years has continued this past year as has the spirit 


of cooperation between the parents and teachers. As long as this can 
be maintained, we can be assured of maximum educational oppor- 
tunities for the youngsters of Merrimack.
